SAYS AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE © 


SHOULD JOIN WITH UNIVERSITY 


Eugene Davenport, Agricultura! Expert of Illinois, Tells of the Central- 
ization of Colleges in the Universities of the United States—Only 
Way. to Build up Big Central Institution— Will Send Illinois Stud- 


ents to Alberta Farms. 


Eugene Davenport, dean of the Coi-{ lands in that province. 


lége of Agriculture and director of 
the Agricultural. Experimental  sta- 
tions in the university ‘of Illinois 
was a visitor to the city -yesterday, 
whose mission was fully as important 
as that of any agriculturists who nas 
visited the district for ‘some time. 

Mr. Davenport has ‘been in Port- 
land, Oregon where he attended the 
convention of the directors of agri- 
cultural experimental stations for the 
United States. On his return he- 3 
taking the C.P.R. route and-came uf 
from Calgary yesterday morning to 
include Kdmonton in his importan\ 
quest for information regarding’ the 
agricultural possibinties ef the Can- 
adian West. 

“In connection with the college 
with which I am ‘connetted” said 
Mr. Davenport to a Bulletin repre- 
sentative, “I am continually meet- 
ing young men who are asking me 
for advice about taking up a farm in 
your Western Provinces. It is with 
a view to being able to discuss the 
question intelligently with them that 
T am now learning what I can about 
your country. 

Advised te Better Themselves. 

“You must rememver thet the 
state of Llinois is now utilizing all 
its good land and it is a question 
whether our, young men should at- 
tempt to farin on the second rate 
land or leave to take up new land 
in a new country. Farm lands ‘n 
Iliinoig now sell at from $150 to 9200 
per aere, so you see that the rich fer- 
tile lands in Alberta which are com: 
paratively cheap have a great attract- 
ion for our young men. 

“Do you not hesitate to encourage 
men to take a good agricultural edu- 
cation and then leave the state?” 
asked the Bulletin. 

“Not in the least. We are anxious 
that our boys should go where they 
have the best opportunities in their 
calling. The college makes a prac- 
tice of sending out trained men to 
study the opportunities in other coun- 
tries. We have a man in Argentina 
now studying the live stock industry 
there. If he reports favorably we 
will advise our students who have 
specialized in live stock to go there 
and raise beef cattle for the world’s 
markets. We also have a man ‘n 
British Columbia studying the fruit 
farming proposition, As a result 
many of our fruit specialists on finé 
ishing their course will take up ‘ruit

When I re- 
turn hofne I intend to send a man 
to Alberta to make a closer study 
of mixed farming and grain growing. 
He will be able to tell us what branch 
of farming offers the best induce- 
ments whether for live stock men or 
grain experts,” e

thorough ‘agriculturists. He was 
born on a farm, worked on a farm Yor 
several years, wraduated from +-.¢ 


Michigan State Agricultural College 
and for sevotal years has held the 
important position as dean of -the 


agricultura] college in the university 
af Wiinois. Although his stay in Ed- 
monton Was short he made exhaus- 
tive inquiries as to what the district 
is capuble of producing. He called 
on A. G. Harrison at the board of 
trade rooms #nd examined the sam- 
ples of grains and grasses on exhi- 
bition there. In company with John 
A. McDougall, M.P.P., motored into 


the country to see some of the crops] 


and the remarkable growth of all 
vegetation. In the amterview he stat- 
ed that he was delighted with the 
agricultural pessibilities here nd 
had no hesitation is sayitig that 
many trained men from the Ilinois 
college would soon be engaged ‘n 
farming in this province. 

In view of the future establish- 
ment.of an agricultural college for 
the sons of Alberta farmers Mr. Dav- 
enport was asked for his views as 
to the advisability of having the col- 
lege under the wing of the university 
or separated from it in some other 
part of the province. 

Endorses Union Idea. 


“The agricultural college is the 
greatest link betwe@® the people and 
the educational institution of your 


provinee,”” said Mr. Davenport, ‘and 
the university that does not clinch 
that link is losing the chance of rts 
life. Neither the agricultural college 
nor the university ean get along 4s 
well separately as they can together. 
The experience of the great majority 
of the state universities is undoubt- 
edly in accord with this and I have 
no hesitation in stating it as my 
firm conviction.” 

“What reasons would you give for 
Jhaving them united?”

THE GREATEST MENACE

INVESTIGATING THE 
FORESTS OF ALBERTA 


Some Important Discoveries by A. 
Knechtel of Forestry Department. 
Who finds Ten Differont Species 
Hitherto not Known as ‘Growing 
There on the Mountains in Al- 


berta. 


Frank, Alta., Aug. 30.—The fores:s 
at Alberta have for the past two 
weeks been the subject of investiga- 
tion by government forestry experts 
with a view to determining just what 
woods grow in‘ the Alberta mountains. 
studying the various means that may 
be availed of to promote and extend 
growth and to prevent destruction 
by forest fites, says the Frank paper. 

Tite investigation was made by 4 
party headed by W. L. Margach, 
chief forest ranger for Alberta and A. 
Knechtel, of Ottawa, dominion  in- 
epector of forestry. 
of the party were Harry Baines and 
Phil Weinard,.of Hugh River. The 
party traveled by pack train and cov- 
ered the greater part of the timbered 
areas of the mountains between the 
main lite and The Pass. 

An important result of the trip wa 
the discovery of no less than ten 
ferent speges of wood which it had 
net hither’§ been known grew in the 
mountainf of Alberta. Another .re- 
sult will most likely be the extension 
of the system of forest ranging tor 
the protection of the forests against 
fires. 

The Rotte Travelled. ; 

The party outfitted at High River 
and travelled up High River to the 
foot of Mist Mountain. From there 
the journey was made to the Kock 
range and down the stoney trail to 
the Cameron ranch on the head- 
waters’ of High River, Thence the 
route waa to Sentinel Mountain where 
the Highvood range was crossed, 
thence down Salter river to Catara st 
river and up the Cataract to — the 
over the summit to 
the main range where the party 
struck the headquarters of Oyster 
Creek and-followed that stream down 
to thé northwest branch of the, Old 
Man, thence down stream to the 
junction of the Northwest branch 
with the Livingston, thenee down to 
Race Horse and up the Race Horse 
to Daisy Creek, Over the height otf 
land ta the headwaters of Gold Creek 
and down Gold Creek to Frank, 

The trip is described as most pic- 
furesque and wonderfully interes 
ing. Besides the discoveries maae 
by Mr. Knechtel, it was an eye open- 
er for Chief Ranger Maregach as to 
the need af better protection against 
fires, as tw® fires were discovered and 
extinguished which but for the most 
providential ‘happening along of the 
marty must have done great damage 
fo timber besides destroying the 
beauty of one of the most magnificent 
bits of mountain country on the con- 
tinent. , 
The First Fire. : 

The’ first fire was encountered we'l 
ap‘on Daisy Creek along the trail be- 
tween Frank and the North Fork. 
It. was well under way ‘but all harids 
turned to and with trying pan and 
eamp buckets and tools it was finaNy 
put out. It was supposed to nave 
been started by two Italians who 
came through on foot and who were 
traced to Coleman, but were not ar- 
rested as it was found im possible to 
get any evidence against them, 

After reaching Frank the 
proceeded to the summit to investi 
gate the timber limits of that section 
and on the way encounteredL another 
fire just above Coleman. A crew of 
men were speedily rustled and the 
fire put out but had it been allowed 
a little further start another instance 
of large damage to timber in this 
district would \have resulted. 

Prior to the trip there had been no 
forest ranger in the Livingaton river 
country, provably the finest moun- 
tain country in the province, with ex- 
tensive timber afeas of great value, 
but former Constable Hart, now 4 
fire ranger whose territory took in the 
Livingston country and there 
met the party and piloted it through 
the Gold Creek pass. Mr. Margach’s 
experiences on the trip prompted him 
to at once extend Mr. Hart’s territory 
to include all the North Fork district 
and Mr. Hart after outfitting for the 
work has taken up his headquarters 
in that district. It is most likely that 
the experiences of the chief ranger 
will result in greatly increasing the 
force of rangera and the adoption 
pf means to more adequately ai 
with the danger of destruction oi the 
forests he saw on tus journey and 
which yearly stand in gtave danger 
from fires. 

The party broke up at Coleman, 
the heads leaving by train for head- 
quarters while Messrs Baines an} 
Weinard returned with the pack train 
to High River.

48,000,000 BUSHELS 
IN ALBERTA’S CROP 


Free Press Crop Report Dealing With 
This Province Says Average Yield 
Will Be High—Favorable Weather 
Has Prevailed During Season. 


Winnipeg, August 31.—The Free 
Press crop report. issued today says: 
The r iffi 

} most difficult of all the  pto- 
vinces to deal with has been Aliber- 
ta, owing to the largt percentage of 
witer wheat that was killed by srost, 
the land’ being reseeded to spring 
wheat or oats.» Again,-the hail dain- 
age in Alberta was widesprsead and 
severe, The weather, on the whole, 
however, was very favorable and Ai- 
berta had a splendid crop. At seed- 
ing time the acreage in winter wheat 
was reduced from 104,966 acres to 
about 85,000, and this was again re- 
duced by hail to about 81,000 acress, 

The average of the yield is ‘high, 
being 29 bustiels or a total of 2,349,- 
000 bushels, In passing it might be 
gtetod that the man who inspected 
the Alberta winter wheat last year 
for the Froe Press came within less 
than half a bushel of the actual yield, 
according to the threshers’ returns; 
and the same man did the werk thid 
yeur, 
ring wheat at seeding showed on 
acreage of 304,000, as against 212,677 
in 1908, but this is reduced by hail 
and it is not’ likely that more ha 
300,000 acres will be actually cut, 
The average for apring wheat ‘n Al 
iberta has: been placed at 25 >bushels 
per acre, giving a total of 7,500,000 
busheis, This leaves Alberta with a 
grand total for winter and “pring 
wheat of 9,849,000 bughels. ‘ 

Outs—At tlre time Of seeding the 
acreage of oAts was 820,000, or almost 
doubie that of 1908. ~This acreage 
tias been reduced by hail probabiy 
four or five thousand acres. ‘The 
average yield will be around 40 oush- 
els, giving a total of 32,600,000 bush: 
els, ‘ 

Burley—The acreage in barley was 
more than doubled im 1908 and even 
with a biberal margin for hail damage 
there would be 182,000 acres cut. The 
yields of this grain varied very con- 
siderably, 31 bushels to the acre le- 
ing a fair average, and a number ot 
fieids went as high ag 40 bushels.

BRITAIN’S INTEGRITY 
DEPENDS ONHER NAVY 


Lord Charles Beresford Makes Elo- 
quent Plea at the Toronto Ex- 
position for an im al Navy 
for Wag as Best Guarantee of 
Peace. 


Toronto, Aug. 31.—Lord Charles 
Beresford in full regalia of Britisu 
admiral opened the National Expos- 
ition to day. ‘An atidience of 2,000 
people gathered in the dairy build'ng 
where cheers greeted his arrival. Op 
his address in reply to tha welcome 
of President Gooderham, Sir Charles 
said in paft as follows: 

“There can be no doubt that in the 
past the British navy has had a ‘par- 
amount influence in keeping te 
peace of the world, and if that navy 
continues efficient and sufficient the 
peace may be maintained, not only 
to the benefit of this Empire but also 
to the benefit of the whole universe, 
peace being the greatest interest that 
any nation can possess. 

“There is no insurance for peace 
équal to a strong navy. What is 
wanted is a bold constructive policy, 


broad in its. basis, amperial in ites 
object. The time ior talking ie over, 
the time for action has begun. There 


must be a carefully compiled coinci- 
dent practical plan for defeating tne 
enemies’ fleets if war should’ unfort- 
unately be forced on us. A complete 


scheme should ‘prevent war and se- 


euré peace. The question of the safe- 
ty of the Empire should be put be- 
yond any possible doubt. Our su- 
premacy at sea has been threatened 
in language which is unmistekable 
Hip the near friuie that thieat may 
b®eome a reality. It is our business 


as an Empire to see-that our present 
position is not jeopardized in any 
way. 


Whole Empire Will Take Part. 

“The result of the London confer- 
ence produces an Imperial organiza- 
tion for war in which the whole Em- 
pire takes part. It sh®uld preserve 
our supremacy intact, The laten 
the resources of Empire have net 
been called upon as yet to join an 
organization whith to bé& effective 
must be based on broad national and 
Imperial lines totally devoid of per- 
sonal, party or selfish motives, an 
Imperial defence founded on the 
principle of five nations, one Union 
Jack, on@ army and one throne. 

“We Nave arrived at a crisis ‘n 
our history as an Empire. We aim 
at no aggressive action or increase 
of texritory nor do we hold threats 
to other nations. We wish to keep 
clear of all international disputes. 
We wish to consolidate the Empire 
for purposes of mutual advantages 
and defence.

A su2- 
cessful attack on the trade routes 
would paralyze the trade of the Do- 
minion as well aa that of Great Bri- 
tain. It therefore becomes a matter 
of life or death to the British Em- 
pire to remain supreme at sea. Any 
attempt to wrest that superiority 
from us must be met ‘ey steady and 
determined efforts on our part to de- 
fend what we hold. 

“Maritime necessities are very dif- 
ferent from Maritime ambitions.

J. D. MeArthur, of Winnipeg, who 
has the contract from the G.T.P. for 
the construction of the line from To- 
fleld to Calgary is in the city today 
having come up from Gleichen where 
he has an outfit at work en the irri- 
gation ditch for the C.P.R. 

“Wef must have mow men,” said 
Mr. MeArthur to the Bulletin thie 
morning. “Our horses are standing 
idle eatjng up our supplies of hay 
and oats, for the lack of men to work 
them. We could handle 100 men st 
‘once on the grade between Tofield 
and Camrose.” 

Mr. McArthur stated that the gangs 
have only been at work about two 
weeks on the grade but the sod has 
been turned on a stretch of about 
forty miles. The men are not grad- 
ing right in Camrose but both north 
and south of the town. Asked as to 
when the track laying will begin, 
Mr. McArthur said that several miles 
of the grade from Tofield is now 
ready to receive the steel and he ex- 
pects that something will be done 
soon. The first fifty miles of the dis- 
tance to Lalgary is being advanced 
with all pessible speed.
